At the news of her death, the raging Peco

“In his cruel and pitiless rage,” recounts a 
chronicler, “he put them to the question lamn- 
self.” He ended by tearing out their living 
hears—one frotd the front, ome from the 
back.

Inés and had her bodw crowned in a solemn 
ceremony, then borne in torchiit procession to 
the tomb at Aleobaca A few vears Inter the 
king joined her in death 

Now, in ther immortality of white stone, 
the lovers lie foot to foot <0 that when they rise 
on Judgment Day, the first signt for cach will 
be the other. And carved into a wheel of for- 
tune on Pedro's sepulcher ore the words “Ate 
Oo ftm do myundo—Until the end of the world." 

Almost directly east of the somber testing 
place of Pero and Inés, the town of ‘Tomar 
nestles in the green valley of Rio Nahao. Hieh 
above the houses, among pines and cypresses, 
sprawls the Convent of Christ—a summary 
in stone of Portuguese history 

In 1160, the Knights Templar erected w 
fortress church on this spot, then the frontier 
between Christendom and Islam When the 


4p4 





Papacy suppressed the Templars in 1314, the 
Portuguese Order of Christ absorbed the 
knights’ immense local holdings. 

The battlemented church still stands. From 
its octagonal sanctuary, a muted echo of By- 
zantium in-scarlet and dull gold, 7 passed into 
the Chapter Koom. Here, on austere wooden 
Chairs, the Anights of Christ had planned 
their campaimns. In a square cloister, where 
Gothic arches framed orange trees tin bloom, 
my feet trod numbered slabs; euch covered 
the remuins of a knight, half-oionk, half-war- 
nor, who had wielded his sword for God and 
this litth: kingdom 

Henry the Navigator, Grane Master of the 
Order of Christ from 1415 to 1460, diverted 
its wealth and manpower into his vovares of 
discovery, and the knights’ red cross blazoned 
the sails of every caravel. Later, as treasure 
from the rent poured into Portugal, the 
same Manuel the Fortunate who built Jeroni- 
mos added a nave to the convent—a nave so 
elaborately carved that “the stone sings.”

Fittingly enough, T ended my trip at Ponta 
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de Sagres. Here at the bleak and windy south- 
ern tip of Portugal, Prince Henry the Naviga- 
tor had revolutionized the art of seafaring. In 
an age when ships never willingly ventured 
cut af coastal waters and knowledge of the 
éea ended at the horizon, Henry had decided 
to plunge inte the gray unknown stretching 
west pd south of Sagres. 

He recruited sailors, scholars, and scien- 
tists from all Europe and brought them to- 


gether near this lanely headland. Patiently, he 


sifted their lore: quietly, be Inbored among 
charts and astrolabes. In the end he showed 
his countrymen—condemned by the cruel 
reaiities of geography toa marginal existence 
on the edge of a continent—the sea path to 
greatness, And they followed it 

The sea does not smile at Sagres. Even on 
the sunniest day it claws and smashes at the 
base of the hich dolomite cliffs From their 
edee | caged out into asullen Infinity of ocean. 
Five centuries ago Henry had stood there 
The solitary ascetic had looked beyond the 
pounding woves, and a vision of far lands 
hid davezled hie eves: 

The prince died in 1460, before the greatest 
of the discoveries, betore Dias and da Gama 
and Cabral and Maralhies—known to the 
worl! as Magellan, Hut his was the momen- 
tum, his the spirit that guided those vovages 
ns surely os if be had plotted their courses 
with bis own hand. 

So [stool there at Sagres, on the flat head- 
land ravaged by salt winds, where Henry 
hod given the Portuguese their empire. Se- 
bustiain had lost it at KRaar el Kebir; Joao TV 
had wrested some of it back from Spain in 
1640, But the 19th century saw the loss of 
Brazil and central Africa: In 1961 Goa, Da- 
mio, and Diu—Portuguese for 400 yeare— 
pacsed to India. And now violence mutters 
like distant thunder in the last of the African 
territories. 

I looked at the hostile ocean, and I won- 
déred if our own age would finally answer the 
question that has haunted Portuguese history 
since the time of Henry: Portugal has followed 
a cross pnd o fiag bevond the seas—to what 
destiny?

AMERICA ENTERS 
THE MODERN ERA

0th century, Theodore Roosevelt and 

Woodrow Wilson endowed the American 
Presidency with a powerful leadership the 
Nation had net known since Lincoln, Several 
of their successors gave nostalgic tues hack- 
Ward. but these two—one a Republican. the 
other a Democrat—established a pattern for 
succeeding strong Presidents. 

At home both sought a larger measure of 
political demecracy and economic justice, 
and abroad a share in responsibility for world 
order, They moved to assume the sober cuties 
of the United States in its-new status as an 
industrial gaint and major world power 

Roosevelt expressed the President's new 
progressive role: 

“In a century and a quarter a5 a mation, the 
Amencan people have subdued and settled 
the vast reaches of a-continent; ahead lies the 
greater task of building upon this foundation, 
by themselves, for themselves, and with them- 
selves, an Amencan commonwealth which in 
its social and economic structure shall be four 
square with democracy” 

‘Wilsen developed the progressive theme in 
his Inaugural Address of March, 1913, He 
noted that while "Qur life contains every great 
thing, and contains it in rich abundance,” 
unnecessary evil had come with the blessings. 

“With riches has come inexcusable waste. 
We... have not stopped to conserve the ex- 
cceding bounty of nature,..,We have been 
proud af our industrial achievements, but 
we have not hitherto stopped thoughtfully

The great 
Government we loved has too often been 
made use of for... selfish purposes; and those 
who used it had forgotten the people.” 

Both these Presidents and their supporters, 
the progressive generation, belleved that, 
without abandoning the free-enterprise sy<- 
tem, they could perfeet the dream of the 
Founding Fathers by combining a scientific 
approach to the problems of the age with pos- 
itive Government action, They wished to re- 
form, not destroy, the American wav of life. 


Progressives “Beat the Carpet” 


For the most part, the jeaders of this gener- 
ation Were successful young men and women 
of good ecucation and family backeriund 
who wished to extend the abundance of the 
Nation more widely to the poverty stricken. 
Their ideals were clean Government and 
social justice,

“T cid not usurp power,” he later wrote,

Rowsevelt's vouth differed sharply from 
that of the log-cabin Presidents: He was born 
to a well-to-do family in New York City tn 
1658; his brownstone home on Ewast 270th 
Street isa national historic shrine.

VRREN GAMALIEL HARDING, 
it well-miconing man, promised 4 
Nation troubled by the inflation and 
dislocations following World War I that he 
would take it back to “normalcy.”

Harding, unwise in some of his ap 
potnitments, was betraved by corrupt fricnil

He wits born tn the Ohio village of Bloom 
ing Grove tn 1865, the son of a farmer who 
turned hameopathie doctor. After eracduation 
from Ohio Central College, Harding became, 
at 19, the publisher and co-owner of the Mar 
ion, Ohio, Star. As the litth town of 4,000 
steadily ¢rew and prospered. so did the Ster 
ad Warren Harding. In 1891 he marred 
Florence Kling De Wolfe, daughter of the 
towns fichest banker

In 1899 he became the chief mining expert for 
the Chinese Government En route to China, he 
stopped in California to marry his Stanford swret- 
heart, Low Henry, in June, 1900, the Boxer Re- 
bellion caught the couple in Tientsin, and Hoover 
‘sumed responsibility for the crvil administration 
and for hisbanding toad god water in the belea- 
rucred foreign settlement 

By the early 1900's, Hoover had become famous 
mn the mining industry, He developed great mines 
in Australia and Burma and rehabilitated others in 
Russia When the chief accountant for a firm uf 
British mining consultants, in which be was a jun- 
lor partner, e¢mbezszlerl a million dollars, Hoover, in 
the absence of bis senior partners, decided that the 
frm would make good the loss even though it was 
under ne legal obligation. He personally assumed a 
substantial shure of the loss, wiping out the greater 
part of his lite’s savings The firm's reputation—as 
well as Hoover's personal standing—were greatly 
enhanced, and the incident became a legend in 
international business circles
